But if we farvey other Arts, how rude was their Ori- 
ginal ?-— The Out-lines of a Body chalk’d out by the 
Shadew it projeéted on a Wall, gave Rife to Painting : 
The alternate Sounds of the Blackfmiths Hammers at 
the Forge gave the Hint of Mafic: The Cravings of 
Hunger infpir’d the beft Poet we know of in Heathen 
Antiquity ;—and how many Bards fince have become 
truly poetical by Diftre/s? 

Were we to indulge this Speculation, and purfue it 
thro’ all the Arts, it would lead us into a boundlefs 
Field.——Al! I fhall obferve is, that the ftrongeft Ge- 
niuies have ever made the greateft Progrefs towards the 
Perfe€tion of their own Dilcoveries: Sir J/aac Newton 
left his Syftem in a greater Degree of Perfection, than, 
perhaps, it could have arrived to in fome Ages, had 
not Heaven induig’d that great Man in Health, Leifure, 
and Length of Days. But how feldom has that been 
the Fate of other great Difcoverers! 


W hen the Reigns from Charles the Second to that of 
George the Second fhall be founded in the Breath‘ of 
Fame, Pofterity fhall mention the ufeful Labours of 
Philofophers, renowned for Invention, with the brighteft 
Praifes of Heroes diftinguifh’d in Arms: Neither are our 
own Days more illuftrious for great Exploits in War, 
than for ingenious Difcoveries in Arts; witnefs Greek - 
Water, portable Soop, and the Engine which fbaves fixty 


Aten at once. 

As to the firft of thofe Inventions, it is poflible, its 
Lawfulnefs may be called in Queftion by found Divines, 
who may think it encourages too much Security in Sin- 
ning. Butin Anfwer to that, we are to obferve, that we 
are now engaged in a War, andin quelling a Rebellion, 
Which requires the full Exertion of all the Faculties 
both of Mind and Body in our young Officers. The Vigor 
with which they have undergone a Winter as wel] asa 
Summer's Campaign, could never have teen fupported, 
had they laboured under any of thofe Venereal Confe- 
quences, which were but too common before the Dif- 
covery of the admirable Greek Water. In this Light, 
therefore, the ingenious Inventor feems to deferve the 
Praife, not only of a great Phyfician, but of a true Pa- 
triot; ind, no doubt, will be tranfmitted as fuch to 
lateft Pofteriry. 

Add to this, that the Expences which a Subalrern 
is obliged to be at, even in the neceffary Dif- purfements 
for Eatalles, Drinkables, and Dre/s, us’d to reduce him 
fo low, that he actually could not fpare Money enough 


to get himfelf thoroughly rid of Favours from the Fair ; 
but dere, for warE a Guinea, every Soldier fhall be 

a Mars, and enjoy his Venus in naked Tranlyorts, with 
uncheck'd, unfufpecting, and unfu/pected Raptures. Ye 
Mcevalifts, with furrow’d Brows! ye Divines, with 
rofy Jolls! confider, all is for the Good, ali 1s for the 
Honour of our Country; I fay, for the Honour of our 
Country. Is there a tmne Englibman, who docs not 
with that we fhould get rid of every Thing that is 
French? Is there a virtuous Patriot, who docs not wifh, 
thar we fhould enjoy found, as well as Broad bettoms ? 
But that is noi all. |

bright, in the Years 1745 and 1746, defcended from 
above; when the Eloquence of the C.unter vy'd with 
thar of the Cujbion; and when fearcely a Sound could 
be heard but that of Svascaing!

Neweafile, Feb. 15. We hear by fome Suitors arriv’d 
here, laccly of the Crew of the Hazard Sleopcf War, 
who have been Pritoners ever fince fhe was taken at 
Montrole by the Kebe's, thar, during their Confine- 
ment there, Lord Elcho came into the Jail, and of- 
fered them three Guineas a Man to inlift into the Pre- 
tender’sService, but was anfwercd by a general Silence ; 
that the French Man of War of 36 Guns, which lately 
bulged againft fome Rocks near Montrof, lies there a 
mere Wreck, with all the Guns on Shore, which will 
fall into the Duke’s Hands; that they were afterwards 
removed trom Montrofe Jatl to that of Perth, where, 
on the Approach of the Duke's Army, and the Re- 
bels Aying, the Jail Doors were opencd to them, and 
they, with feveral more Prifoners, about 100 1 ail, 
were fet at wiberty, 

On Thurfday Jaft about 20,0001. in Cafh was fent 
from this Town for Scotland, for the Army, etcorted 
by a Party ot Dragoons. 

Ii is expeéted that the Dutch and Swifs will be em- 
burked at Shields, for Ho!land, in a few Wecks. 


Extratt of a Letter from Berwick, Feb. 12. 


© The Day the Rebels left Perth they were felling 
fine broad Swords for 6d, apiece, and fome tor 2 d. 
and other Arms for what the People would give them, 
and pleading hard for Lowland Coats to ruc off in; 
and that the King’s Army was a@tually in Peffefion of 
all theie Artillery, boch what they brought from 
abroad, and what they had got fince. When they 
weuttiom Stirling, they were io confounded at hearing 
of his Koyal Highnets’s Approach, that tending for 
their Smiths to fhoe ther Horfes, they went off with 
them half done, and half not done.

As his Royal Highnefs 
mounted his Horfe about a Quarter of a Mile fiom that 
City, the Populuce loading him with Bleflings, he took 
oft his Hat, and returned them Thanks in a moft oblig- 
ing Manner, telling them he was in great Hafte, at 
which they gave a loud Huzza, and then he faid, Fare- 
wel for this Time my dear Friends , and-laid to the Nobi- 
lity and Gentry round him, Shall we not have a Song : 
At which, he ftrerched out his Hand, and fprang his 
Horfe to a full Gallop, wich, Will you play me Fair- 
play, Highland Laddie, Highland Laddie, &c. &c. an 
oid Scots Song, which gave a grear Satisfaction to the 
Auditors. Laft Night our J-il was broke, and feveral 
Prifoners, both for fleaimg, and fuppos’d Rebels, 
which have been here fome ‘Time, made their Efcape, 
amongft whom was a Kelfo Man who wants a Noie, 
one who had been with the Pretender, and alfo a High- 
land Boy, who was after General Coge’s Battle fent for 
a Spy, and had formerly broke Jail, and was retaken 
in a Malkt-Mill; and he only, amongft all that gor 
away, was this Morning again taken, The Dake cf 
Cumberland is ftill at Perch.”

This Week feveral Deferters from the Rebels ar- 
rived here, who have all the Duke of Cumberland’, 
Pals. 

I: is aflured from Perth, that the Rebels Ieft all their 
Cannon, and a great many Small Arms there ; and that 
the Country People have taken 4009 Strand of Arms, 
and made 300 of the Rebels Prifoners: That there are 
63 tent to Edinburgh, amongft which are Mifs Jenny 
Cameron, two Nonjuring Parfons, and a Servant of 
Judge Graham's, who, he fays, was tribed to aflufh- 
nate the Duke. 

We hear a Spanith Ship is taken at Peterhead, on 
board of which was nine Tons of Powder, three Chefts 
of Moncy, and feveral Small Arms. 

They write from Berwick, that the Duke of Perth, 
and 500 of his Men, are taken by the Argylethire 
Highlanders; and that the Heflians arrived at Leith 
laft Saturday. 

On Mondsy laft about 16 Mules, efcorted by a Party 
of the Duke's Hoffars, arrived here with his Royal 
Highnets’s Baggage, &c. which fer our on Wednefday 
Morwing for Scotland. 

His Majefty’s Sloop the Ferrit, Capt. Douglas, lately 
from Oporto, was attack’d off the Lizard by a French 
Ship of 20 Guns, nine Pounders, which came clofe up 
with her, and after demanding in Englith whence fhe 
came, poured in a Broadfide: The Sloop, which has 
bur eight Carriage Guns, four Pounders, returned the 
Compliment in the handfomeft Manner fhe could: The 
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French Ship beir g a nimble Sailor, thét a-head, and 
came up, and fired a fecond Time clofe on the Lar- 
board-Side, which gave the Ferrer an Opportunity of 
difcharging all her great Guns, Swivels, and Small 
Arms together, which, with the Addition of three 
hearty Huzza’s, made the Frenchman change his clofe 
Manner of attacking, into aCannonad:ng at fome Di- 
ftance, which latted three Hours, and then he made 
Ufe of the Advantage he had of a clean Bottom, and 
leti her to purfue her Couric, The Sloop was but jut 
returned from a long Cruize, in which fhe had taken a 
Spanifh Bark, ard a{mall Brench Privateer: And the 
Behaviour of the Men was fuch, as makes it highly 
probable that they would have taken this Ship, if the 
had not greatly damaged their Rigging, and out-fail’d 
them. 





LONDON.

Montrofe, Feb. . The laft of the Rebel Army left 
this Place Yefterday at Noon ; it is judged their Rout 
i. for Aberdeen. All to the Southward of his Plice 
i, now clear of them, It is generally thovghr the Pre- 
tender’s Son was here, a Perfon having been broughe 
into this Town, and kept very privately all Fridsy 
Night aft, and having moved off before Day-light on 
Saturday Morning. ‘The Party here confitted of about 
100 Gentlemen, fifty of what they call the Life-Guards, 
twenty Huffars, about 150 private Men, with Lord 
Elcho. Lord George Murray lodged three Miles from 
this Place on Thurfday Night laft, and the fame Day 
Lord Pitfligo pafs’d by Brechin, and moft of che com- 
mon Men, excepting thofe of the Clans, went that 
Road. There were not above 25 of the Men which 
came from lrauce, that returned trom Srirling, and ten 
of chofe remain here in order to throw themicives at 
the Feet of his Royal Highnefs the Dake of Cumber-. 
land. This Afternoon at Four o’Clock two Ships came 
to an Anchor at about the Diftance of half a League 
from this Place, one of whichis fuppos’d to be Admiral 
Byng. 

* Pankeld, Fib. 9, at Night. By a Countryman joft 
now returned from Dalnacardoch, who had been Car- 
rying Baggage for the Rebels, there is an Account, 
That on Friday Night laft about toco of the Clans, 
with about forty Gentlemen on Horfeback, fifty Bag- 
gage Horfes, together with all the Prifoners carried 
from Falkiik, who were in a miferable Condition, 
fome wanting Shees and Stockings, arrived at Dalna- 
cardoch in their Way towards the North: That Yef- 
terday their Artillery, with about eighty Cart Load of 
their Baggage, was carried off from Blair, and that it 
was given out that they were driving them to Ra:hven 
in Baddenoch: That Yefterday in the Afternoon Lo- 
chiell, and fome other Gentlemen, march’d North- 
wards: That very few Men remained about Blair, but 
what belong’d to Jord Lewis Gordon’s Regiment : 
That the pretended Prince, and a Number ot Genrle- 
men, continued at Blair this Morning, when the faid 
Countryman left that Place. All the Men preffed out 
of this Country have already made their Efcapes, and 
are returned Home. The Rebels as yet continue to keep 
out Guards as far as down the Pafs of Killychranky. 

Perth, Feb.10. By Advices from Montrofe, the 
French, and a Number of Rebels, making toge:her 
700, upon teeing the Impofflibiliry ot getting from 
thence by Sea, as Admiral Byrg watched them fo 
clofely, (after nailir g aid spoiling fome Cannon which 
they could not carry from thence by Land) marched to 
Aberdeen and Peterhead. I: is not quite certain, whe- 
ther the Pretender’s Son is a€tually at Blair, or incog- 
nito with his other Party that is gone trom Montrele, 
but whatever the Reafon of it is, the Rebels give out 
that he is every Day hunting and hawking at Blais. 
The Duke of Athol has publifhed a Declaration, re- 
quiring all his Vaffals to come to Dunkeld and Kirk 
Michael, and join the Troops that are to be fent thither 
to difarm and apprehend the Rebels, on Pain of their 
being proceeded againft with the utmoft Severity in 
cafe of Refufal. Yefterday General Campbell came 
hither to meet his Royal Highnefs the Duke, and 
brought with him four Companies of Wefiern High- 
landers, Siuce writing the above, certsin Intelligence 
is come in, that the Rebels had retir’d from Blair upon 
our two Detachments taking Poft at Caftle Menzle and 
Dunkeld. It is now to te hoped, that they are fully 
prevented from forming a Corps any more, as we fhal 
have Pofleffion of Blair, which is the firft Place where 
they can rendezvous. Major General Campbell is ro

dntcecyp, Feb. 24. The Bleckade of the Town of 
Bruilels began on the 29th of laft Month, and the 
‘Trenches were opened upon the 3d Infant, The 
Iireach was made upon the 18:h, between the Gates of 
Laken and Sharbeck ; and the Horn-Work having 
been attack’d upon the 19th, at Four in the Afternoon, 
the Chamade was immediately beat, and the Colours 
of the Swifs Regiment of Conftant were hang out. 
The whole Garrifon furrender’d Prifoners of War, 
and is to be conduéted withour Arms to Arras, Lifie, 
Douay, and Tournay ; the Horfes of the Cavalry and 
Dragoons are confifcated, The French have as yet 
taken Pofleflicn of only the Flanders Gete, but the 
whole Garrifon marchcs out of rhe Town To-morrow. 
‘She Bombs and hot Bulle:s fell upon the Works and 
the Houfes near the Ramparts, on the Side where the 
Atiack was made, bat the Centcr of the Town was vot 
damaged. We reckon that the Garrifon loft about 800 
Men, and that the Lofs on the Part of the Befiegers 
amounts to about 2000. 

Gloucefter, at Anchor off Montrofe, Feb. 10. The Ha- 
2d Sloop failed from Montrofe the 27th of laff Month; 
and by what we have been told from the Shore fince 
our being bere, we are inclined to think that fome body 
of Note went off with her; for it is well known, that 
between ‘Two and Three in the Morning of the 27th 
there came to Montrofe, from Dundee, a clofe Chaife 
wth two Gentlemen in it, one of them much muffled 
up, and embarked immediately on board the Hazard ; 
and no body was afterwards fuflered to go on Shore 
from her, or 0 go on board her, and great Prepura- 
t ons were making of Provifions of all Kinds, and laid 
an before fhe failed; and from the Wind fhe failed 
vith, we imagine fhe went dire&tly for France, for it 
was contrary for her going to the Northwards ; and the 
Day after fhe failed, we had a violent Storm at N, and 
N. W. which muft have driven her away to the South- 
ward, if fhe had not been bound that Way. Capt. 
Balfour, of the Bridgwater, has burnt the Spanifh Pri- 
vateer which he found fometime ago in the fmall Port 
of Peterhead, having firft taken out the Captain and 
35 Men. The Captain ot her reports, that there are 
four or five Sail more on their Paflage, with Arms and 
Ammunition, that are to ge to fome Port on the Welt 
Coaft of Scotland, where he fhould have gone, but 
the Weather proved fo very bad, as to oblige him to 
come North-abour, and his Pilot brought him to Peter- 
head. 

Gloucefter, at Anckor off Alontrofe, Feb. 12. We have 
received Advice trom Mortrofe, that all the Rebels 
have left that ‘own, and are marched Northwards to 
Aberdeen, except fome Parties that haunt about in the 
Neighbourhood, patticularly at Sronehive, a fishing 
Town about 14 Miles to the Northward of Montrofe. 
Before they left this Place, they fpiked up all their 
Cannon, except four 6 or 9 Pounders, which they em- 
barked on board of two Boats to be carried to Aber- 
deen, to fortify the Bridge of the River Dee, where 
they give out they will make a Stand againft the King’s 
Troops. One ot the Boats failed with two of them 
on Saturday Jaft, the Day before we came here; and 
the other, upon our anchoring off the Port, finding it 
impoflible to get our, landed them again upon the 
Beach: Andas the Town is every Night alarmed with 
the Return of thefe Vagabonds, and being uncertain 
of the Time when h‘s Rosai Highnefs’s Troops would 
march this Way, it has been thought moft advifeable, 
for preventing Difturbances, to order Capt. Gore on 
Shore with 50 Marines, to take PofieTion of the Town, 
till fuch Time as his Royal Highnefs fhall think proper 
to fend a Detachment from his Army to relieve him. 
The Admiral will fend likewife into the Harbour his 
Majefty’s Sloop the Salrath ; which will nor only fecure 
a Retreat to Capt. Gore, if the Rebels fhoald return in 
any Numbers, but prevent any landing from the French 
in that Harbour, if we fhould be blown off by bad 
Weather, or be drawn off by Chance. 


Laft Night we fentin both our Tenders manned and 
arm'd, with our Firlt Lieutenant, with Orders to pike 
up thofe rwo Guns that lay on the Shore, and two more 
thar were at the Crofs, and to difmancie all the Ships 
and Veffels that lay in the Port, in fuch a Maoner, a: 
to rencer them incapable of going to Seay which is all 
complered. ; 

Nortrofe, Feb. 12. Jul now we are informed, thar 
the Body of Rebels chat was at Aberdeen, march'd 
from thence Yefterday, in three Divifions, and took 
three different Roads, all leading Northwards. They 
hsd no Arullery with them, The twe g cat Guns they 
fent from this Place by Sea, were nor cone to Abe 
deen when they wece of. Their Baggage was tent 
away the 1eth, Lord Eiche, who feemed to be indi! 
pofed, marched, with fix Horiemen in Company, Soutl.- 
wards, and pafled at the Bridge of Dee, two Miles on 
this Side of Aberdeen, but whither isnot known. All 
the Artillery and Ammunition, landed out of the Spanith 
Ship at Peterhead temetime ago, has been feut Norih- 
wards: and the Town of Aberdecn has been obliged 
to psy them sool. The Number of Rebels at Aber 
deen did not exceed 2000, but it was impoilible to ge 
it exactly. 


Cumberland, who is @ill here, has fear forward a Bri- 
gade, confifting of Three Bactalions of Foot, and a 
Kegiment of Dragoons; tue fermer to Couper of An- 
gns, and the later to Dundee, 

Our Army is in good Healch and Spirit. The Duke 
of Athol is gone to take Poffeflion of Blair; where 
Sir Andrew Agnew ts already wih goo Mer.

Morning.
